1nc1ud1ng any leasehold interest, and
debts owed by the Government of Cuba or by enter-
prises which have been nationalized, expropriated,
intervened, or takea by the Coverrmeni of.Cuba and
debts which are a charge on property whlch has. been
nationalized, expropriated, 1ntervened “or taken by

. Section 504 of the Act provides, as to ownership of claims, that
(a) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)
of this title unless the property on which the claim was
based was owned wholly or partially, directly or indi--
rectly by a national of the United States on the date

to the extent the claim has been held by one .or more
nationals of the United States continuously thereafter
until the date of filing with the Commission.
